IZ. CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


Information set out under this caption is being put forth 
as much as possible under the type of criminal activity which the 
information pertains to. There may be fluctuations here, however, 
in view of the nature of the type of information set forth by the 
informant. The information contained under this captiom will show 
in large detail the large scope of operations of Chicago hoodlums 
in criminal and quasi-criminal activities of these individuals, not 
only in the Chicago area but im other geographical locations in the 
United States. It would appear from the information contaimed from 
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CG 6343-C* that the illicit activities of Chicago "syndicate" 
hoodlums center largely in gambling and illegal labor union 
activities. 


Indictment of ANTHONY J. ACCARDO 


As a preface to the information set out herein, it 
should be noted that on April 26, 1960, ANTHONY JOSEPH ACCARDO 
was taken into custody by Deputy United States Marshals and was 
charged with a three-count indictment of violatiom of Section 
7206 (I), Title 26, United States Code. This, im ACCARDO's case, 
pertains to fraudulent entries ACCARDO made om his income tax 
returns for 1956 - 1958, whereby he deducted the expense of his 
automobile for business ventures, namely Premium Beer Sales. The 
Government is attempting to prove that ACCARDO did mot in fact use 
his automobile in connection with this business in that he did not 
in actuality perform real duties im commection with Premium Beer 
Sales.

He is scheduled to preside at the 
arraignment of ANTHONY J. ACCARDO, who was recently indicted 
for income tax fraud in connection with’ false business expenses 
claimed on his personal automobile. 


The primary conversation referred to in the 
above is more or less self-explanatory. It should be noted = 
that where PRIO refers to "isn't it better if some of these 
saloon keepers say that JOE solicited", he is in all 
probability referring to the fact that when the Bureau was 
coüducting an. investigation pertaining to Fox Head 400 beer, 
none of the tavern owners interviewed. by Bureau Agents admitted 
to the fact that ACCARDO had.sold or solicited any business. 
It. appears that during the course of the income tax trial of 
.ACCARDO in all probability some of these same tavern owners 
or others will testify to the fact that he did, in fact, 
solicit beer business. 


On May 6, 1960, CG 6343-C* advised of a meeting 
between MURRAY HUMPHREYS, JAMES ALLEGRETTI and ROSS PRIO on 
that date. JAMES ALLEGRETTI is a former top hoodlum of the 
Chicago Division who has been known through the years as 
thé "Syndicate" i ee for Chicago's near North Side 
night spots:

CG 6343-C* has advised that SCHER has "squared 
avay" 320,000 in debts. He has put his house up for sale. 
He has assumed obligations which formerly were charged to 
American Refrigeration as a result, apparently, of his 
previous conference with FERRARO. SCHER is trying to get 
995,000 for his house in order to pay off these debts. 

It is noted that the bookkeeper who FRANK FERRARO has 
apparently charged with auditing thebooks arrives with 
SCHER and reports on his audit of American Refrigeration 
to FERRARO, The bookkeeper advises that what SCHER said 
the last time about being $11,000 in debt to American 
Refrigeration through phony contracts is true. He also 
advises that SCHER mortgaged his home to the hilt, for 
912,000 and has pledged the loan against the reserves which 
american Refrigeration had coming through contractual 
obligations. I£ SCHER then defaults on the loan, he 
advises, then American Refrigeration is the one who 
suffers. The bookkeeper then advised the third thing 
vnich he wanted tocall to FERRARO's attention, without 
dramatizing it, whether it is legitimate or not, is 
this: That in L & H Leasing Company, and in Vitalyzing 
Cormany, SCHER made out checks either to himself or to 
cash, which totalled 88,00 0ver a period of a year.
